DENIES MALICE BORNE 
TOWARD OFFICIALS 


Tells 
Court 
On Oath She 
Was Not In Right Mind at 
Time of Shooting 


“I bold no malice against anyone; 
I wish to thank the people of Santa 
Ana for’their kindness in sending me 
flowers and letters; I repeat that, be­ 
fore God, I was not in my right mind 
when I shot my husband, Jesse V. 
Campbell, for I did not know then 
and do not remember now of haying 
committed the act.” 
With an attitude of deep humility, 
all indications of hostility erased from 
her manner, Mrs. May Campbell to­ 
day received with the foregoing state­ 
ment to the court, her sentence of not 
exceeding ten years imprisonment for 
manslaughter. 
It was the farewell to the people 
and the scenes th at have m arked the 
m em orable trial, for at 8 :2 5 p. m . to­ 
day she was on her way to San Q uen­ 
tin penitentiary. 
The Cam pbell case 
had been closed, no attem p t being 
m ade to secure a new tria l or to ap­ 
peal to a higher court. 
The 
spectators, 
who packed the 
courtroom as com pletely as on any 
day of the trial, m ust have been dis­ 
appointed 
if 
they 
expected 
any 
scenes of 
emotion 
or 
unruliness. 
From the tim e that she entered the 
court room, 
supported 
by the Jail 
m atron on one side, and by Sheriff 
C. E. Jackson 
on the other, 
Mrs. 
Campbell 
com ported 
herself 
w ith 
quiet dignity 
She 
m et the 
pro­ 
nouncem ent of judgm ent bravely, the 
only outw ard evidence of em otion 
being a quickening of breath, a half 
sobbing th at passed in a m om ent, as 
■hq resum ed her stoic calm. 
The en­ 
tire proceedings occupied not m ore 
than five m inutes. 
Sister Not Present 
Mrs. Campbell was accom panied 
Into court by her attorney. Guy Ed­ 
die, but her sister, Mrs. D. M. G ar­ 
vey, of Burlingame, was for the first 
lime not a t her side. 
Before 
pronouncing 
sentence 
Judge 
R. Y. W illiam s 
asked the 
prisoner the usual questions regard­ 
ing her parentage, age, early life, 
habits and talents, to be used for 
court and prison records. 
She an­ 
sw ered them unhesitatingly, except 
to inquire fearfully, when h er m oth­ 
e r’s present residence was asked if 
her m other was to be brought into 
court. 
Married Life Happy 
H er father, she said, in reply to the 
questions, was Joseph Salcido, a na-j 
tive of Corsica, form erly a C alifornia 
police officer. 
He died som e years 
ago. 
H er m other is O retta Salcido,! 
now living at Mayfield, and a native 
daughter of California. 
H er own 
nam e, she said, is Mary M. Cam pbell, 
and her age 41. 
She said that her early hom e ties 
had been happy and her first m ar­ 
riage, to Charles Barque, had also! 
been happy. 
She said th a t when 
she was about l l years old she had 
been injured by a fall from a horse. 
T hat she went through the eighth 
grade in school, now owned one lot, 
as a1!

W hen the court asked if th ere was 
any known legal cause for not pro­ 
nouncing sentence, A ttorney Eddie 
rose to his feet. 
This, the tim e for 
filing a motion for a new tria l or a 
notice of appeal, if such a move had 
been contem plated, was used m erely 
to 
ask the court 
if Mtb. Cam pbell 
m ight make a short, “pacific” sta te ­ 
m ent. 
Consent was granted. 
Speaking clearly, though h er voice 
quavered 
slightly, 
Mrs. 
Cam pbell 
voiced her denial that she held m a­ 
lice tow ard anyone, th e court, the 
district attorney's office, or others 
connected with her trial. She wished, 
she said, to correct statem en ts that 
had been published in the new spa­ 
pers, referring to her conduct.

Between 1916 and 1918 Ameri­ 
can marines supervised the re­ 
pair and reconstruction of 
470 
mites of Haitian roads, 
Butler 
said, at a cost of $205 a 
mite. 
Before that 
there 
were 
but 
three miles of passable road In 
Haiti which cost the government 
$51,000 per mile to build, he said.

Russia owes the American treasury

Note Is Tim ely 
Russia, in the opinion of high offi­ 
cials and senators, timed her note to 
leading powers so as to bring the 
Russian problem squarely before the 
Far Eastern and arm am ent confer­ 
ence shortly to meet here. 
The recent note, coupled with the

nounced change in its economic pol­ 
icy clearly signifies an admission by 
the Lenin-Trotsky government, offi­ 
cials here believe, that it must have 
the recognition of the leading powers 
and commercial intercourse with the 
merchants of the world, if the soviet 
scheme is to survive. 
Therefore, it is expected here that 
every effort will be made to get 
the delegates to the arm s confer­ 
ence to consider while here the ques­ 
tion of admitting Russia once more 
to the circle of nations from which 
she dropped when the Bolshevists 
took control. 
Important To France 
I The French government, 
which 
has been keenly interested in Rus­ 
sian developments 
because French 
investments and loans in Russia are 
larger than those of the other na­ 
tions, may take the initiative here in 
bringing the question to the fore, of­ 
ficials thought. 
In the senate, Senator France and 
Senator Borah probably will discuss 
the importance of this government’s 
Russian policy in the near future.

could be provided coffins from state 
forests, the college authorities stat­ 
ed.

The agreem ent betw een the regh 
m ent and Dr. Dycre was th at the 
state university should m eet the ex­ 
penses of the m ounting, and th a t the 
war departm ent failing to m ake the 
appropriation, Old Comanche w’as to 
become the property of the univer­ 
sity museum. 
The saddle and bridle which form 
Old Com anche’s trappings are those 
th at he wore when he was ridden 
into the C uster m assacre by Capt. 
Keogh.

$2,100 ll ooden Ship Offer Recalls 
$22,500 Paid for Farragut Flagship 


The Famous Old Frigate Richmond, the Last of Our Historic Wooden 
Warships, and One Time Part of Farragut’* Fleet at Mobile, Which 
Was Burned at Eastport, Me., for the 200 Tons of Copper hi Her Hull. 
T 


HE recent offer of $2,100 each 
for the 200 wooden ships built 
during the war at an average 
cost to the American public of 
$700,000 apiece, does not compare 
very favorably with the $22,500 paul 
by a junk dealer for the old Civil 
War Frigate Richmond. Admiral 
Farragut’s 
flagship, 
which 
was 
burned recently so that the copper 
and brass in her hull might be 
salvaged. 
There seems to be no existing 
navy department records to show 
just what the Richmond cost the 
government when built in 1858 at 
the Norfolk navy yard, but ship 
construction experts are certain she 
did not cost anywhere near $700,000. 
Navy department officials in Wash­ 
ington have not revealed the value 
of the copper and brass put into the 
building of the Richmond, and the 
Philadelphia junk dealr^who burned 
her, refuses to make public the 
quantity of these metals he got out, 
but this has been estimated at 200 
tons. 
There wasn't anything else 
in the Richmond of value except 
vhe braws and copper, and these 
metals 
were 
considered 
worth 
$22,500, more than ten tunes the 
valse placed on oar rot rut It coo- 


structed $700,000 wooden vessels. 
The copper and brass recovered 
from the Richmond was in perfect 
condition with the exception of ths 
sheathing which was only slightly 
corroded after sixty years in salt 
wafter. 
The bulk of the metal con­ 
sisted 
of 
sheathing s o l 
copper 
spikes and bars used ..m ost ex­ 
clusively in the hull. 
There was 
a large quantity of copper spikes, 
twelve inches long and an inch 
thick, and many copper bars four 
and five feet in length used to se­ 
cure the planking to the stem. 
Cross catting show I this metal per­ 
fectly preserved, with outside cor­ 
rosion very slight. 
W rought iron 
spikes found in the hull were so 
eaten with rust that they almost 
crumbled when taken out. The rust 
had left a lengthwise porous gram 
so brittle that it collapsed like finely 
spun glass. 
The wa ter-ma ck numerals were 
of brass, covered with many coats 
of paint, and almost like new. The 
propeller, put in place in the early 
sixties, was a cross between Man­ 
ganese bronze and brass, and was 
found in as good condition as a 
propeller on any modern vessel

Grown, he weighs about twenty 
pounds, and has a wing spread of 
from eight to eleven feet.

The name, Vulture Crags, w as ap­ 
plied to the crags on the Santiago 
ridge by two of the county’s sturdt- 
occasion | e8t pioneers, J. E. Pleasants, who 
today at the age of 83 is an active 
citizen and county official of this 
county, and Sam Shrewsbury, who 
died at Orange twenty-five or thirty 
years ago. 
These two 
early 
settlers 
were 
warm friends, an attachm ent that 
grew up in close association in days 
when life was problematical and the 
future uncertain. 
These men, how­ 
ever, looking about them for means 
of wresting a living from the wilds 
in which they had settled, had to in­ 
itiate many conveniences, had to 
reach out 
into 
untried 
industries 
hoping to find something that could 
bring in coin of the country. 
Brushes for Bees 
Among their 
experim ents 
was 
that of bees. 
Shrewsbury brought 
the first stands into the Santa Ana 
mountains, and it was not long be­ 
fore his friend Pleasants was also 
engaged in the business. 
Methods of handling bees were 
primitive. 
With a chuckle, Pleas­ 
ants, who has been the county bee 
inspector for about twenty years, 
will tell of some of the m akeshifts 
to which they were put. 
And it was in telling of how he 
and Shrewsbury filled one of their 
needs that Pleasants came to tell 
the story of the naming of Vulture 
Crags. 
“ We found that we had to have 
some kind of a brush to brush the 
bees off the honey comb,” said he. 
“We soon learned that 
the 
best 
brush available was one made out 
of big feathers. 
“ In those days scores of vultures 
lived in the crags on the ridge be­ 
tween the Santiago and Live Oak 
canyon. 
They had their nests there 
and raised their young in the caves 
and recesses of the big pile of rocks 
that nature had left there for them. 
“ At the foot of these crags we 
found great quantities of feathers 
that had fallen from the crags where 
the birds sat and pruned themselves. 
We often went to this spot and ga­ 
thered feathers for our brushes. 
“ Naturally we gave the crags tfye 
m ost obvious name—Vulture Crags.” 
B ig B irds Disappear 
Gradually the vultures began to 
disappear.

The Location 
Je st 
where 
are 
the 
Vulture 
C rags?” you ask. 
The road from El Toro to Trabuco 
canyon by 
way of 
Aliso canyon J 
passed over what is known as th e ' 
Trabuco grade. On the east side of 
the crest the road drops into L've J 
Oak canyon, leading down to Tra­ 
buco at the schoolhouse. 
Coming up Live Oak can vox voir 
the schoolhouse by road one gets 
frequent views of the crags straight | 
ahead, looming up at the head of 
Live Oak canyon, two or three miles 
from the Trabuco grade. 
Near 
the 
main 
traveled 
road, 
about 200 yards below the crest cf 
the Trabuco grade, In Live Oak can­ 
yon, are two or three new cabins 
built by an oil prospecitog outfit. A 
bit of road leads from these cabins 
up Live Oak, and within a few rods j 
this 
road becomes- a 
trail. 
This 
trail leads 
directly up 
Live Oak 
canyon on the side* of the canyon 
opposite the 
crags, and 
over the 
ridge to the Morrow silver mines in 
Santiago canyon. These mines were 
known to old-timers as the Pellegrin 
mines. 
At the beginning of the trail, close 
beside some oaks, is the McMillan 
cabin. 
McMillan’s Cabin 
If, by chance, one m eets McMillan, 
he will have a hearty greeting. He 
will tell you that he Is there because 
he has covered the canyon and Its 
branches with mining claims. Bits of 
rocks gathered in a box have the ap­ 
pearance of sam ples of ore. 
But, bo far as one can see on pass­ 
ing through casually, no shafts have 
been sunk. 
In fact, it is rumored that there 
has been trouble about the title to 
the claims. McMillan, it seems, rep­ 
resents a group of men who paid real 
money for the filings, and McMillan 
says he got no title in return for his 
money. 
But that is a case for the cburts. 
We are on the way up the trail to 
get a better view and a picture'of the 
crags. 
It is no great tramp over the ridge 
—a couple of miles, perhaps, to the 
crest between the head of Live Oak 
canyon and the side of the Santiago 
canyon, a few miles above the Mod- 
jeska place. For one who loves the 
out-of-doors, the trip over the ridge 
offers many attractions. 
The Live 
Oak trail brings changing scenes, 
an d^eyon d is the Santiago canyon, 
beautiful in its every aspect from 
the dam at Villa Park to the top­ 
most headwaters between the peaks 
of Old Saddleback. 
A year ago the upper part of Live 
Oak was a blackened mass, for fire 
had swept it. But the green is com­ 
ing back, and the canyon is rapidly 
recovering its old-time beauty. 
Trail Cut in Rock 
In years gone by, when the fever 
of mtning prospects urged expendi­ 
tures, those backing the mine had 
a good trail cut up Live Oak canyon. 
A part 
of the way 
It 1b broad 
enough to allow a cart to pass. The 
rest of the way, around conglomerate 
points 
and 
Into 
draws 
reaching 
steeply upward, the trail turns and 
twists, having been dynamited and 
pick axed much of the way out of 
rock. 
Along this trail, the miners man­ 
aged to drag pieces of machinery for 
the mines. 
A few oak trees, most of them 
seared 
by 
fire, 
blackened 
sumac 
with patches 
of green 
that have 
come since 
the flames 
swept the 
leaves away, grads and wild flowers 
that have come back to life—these 
are noticed all along the trail. 
But the strongest impression that 
one carries away is the ruggedness 
of the landscape, the rocky moun­ 
tainside. Above all, the picture that 
stays in one’s mind is the picture of 
the huge pile of rocks standing out 
against the sky—Vulture Crags, a 
•monument, lf you wish to think it 
so, to the wild life of days gone 
by, 
a 
reminder 
of 
the 
hundreds 
of years when vultures soared unmo- 
lected and bears and mountain lions 
roamed the ridges and canyons of 
the Santa Ana mountains unafraid. 


I kept to one street, the one at j 
the end of which my boat lay.

Longer Life In Prospect 
♦ ------------------------- Long Beach P re s s ----------------------------4* 
Human life gradually is being lengthened. 
Ten 
years has been added to the average life within the 
past fifty years. 
Ten more years will be added, ex­ 
perts think, w ithin the next half century. 
Prediction 
is made that hum an beings may live to be 300 years 
old. 
Nor is the prophecy made by irresponsible ex­ 
trem ists, but by sober, level-headed, business-like in­ 
surance men. 
This augury of greatly prolonged ten­ 
ure of life was made at a recent m eeting of the Na­ 
tional Association of Mutual Life U nderw riters. Cen­ 
tenarians soon will be common, these actuarial ex­ 
perts say. Prohibition will help greatly, they argue, in 
prolonging life. 
So will the added knowledge of hy­ 
giene and right living. 
Men m ust be careful as to 
what they eat if they are to live longer. 
T he^ m ust 
be sym m etrically tem perate, in other words. 
But living, in. the tw entieth century, is not w hat 
it was back in the days of M ethuselah, Noah, and the 
Israelltish patriarchs when the span of human ex­ 
istence ran into the hundreds of years. 
Then life 
was simple, pastoral, unattended by continuing vexa­ 
tions and worries and unharassed by perennial perils. 
Then men knew not w hat it was to be nervous, or to 
overw ork or overworry. 
Ju t modern life, with its strenuosit-les and com­ 
plexities, has placed trem endous strains upon hu­ 
man beings which tax their vital powers and gradu­ 
ally w ear out their bodily and m ental machinery. 
Modern life is saturated with artificiality and is seas­ 
oned with complexities. 
It is a rushing, grinding, 
impetuous, unresting existence. 
Can men live up 
into the hundreds of years and keep pace with mod­ 
ern m ethods of living? 
It hardly is reasonable to 
expect this. 
The greater num ber of cases of ex­ 
trem e longevity are found among people of the prim ­ 
itive. simple-life type, whose habitat is "far from the 
mad.ling crow d's ignoble strife.” 
MENTAL HEALTH IN SCHOOL 


“Go back to the schools and establish a division 
of mental health,*’ suggests a crime survey report, 
which deciares that crime must be recognized as a dis­ 
ease before it can be treated properly. 
There is tittle doubt that most criminality results 
from mental defects, though that theory can be o v ­ 
erworked to. the detriment of justice. 
As in all dis­ 
ease, er-idjeafkm does not mean cure after the trouble 
has developed but control of the causes which lead 
to its development 
Mental defects must be recog­ 
nized and treated early if they are not to develop to 
the dangerous stage. 
Society takes pains to guard against all sorts of 
physical ills, pi rticularly in the schools. 
It has been 
woefully slow to exercise equal control over sick 
minds or even ,o admit that they exist. 
Yet they con­ 
stitute a greater menace. 
Defective tendencies usually show early. 
To put 
the child who develops them into expert hands for 
examination, supervision and training gives him the 
beet cha.,ce of restoration to normal. 
Such restora­ 
tion mav often prove impossible, but its quest of­ 
fers society its only hope of protection from the long 
cha n o< evils and crimes with which neglected de­ 
fectives have always afflicted the world.

And it Is quite possible for Peking to have a d eq u ate, 
t ransportation, we should hope, as well as to pre - 1 
serve the architectural m em entoes of its past. 
Not being in Peking, we cannot say w hether the I 
walls are a nuiranee, or a rich heritage of tradition- \

But we hope they stay. 
And that the capital of. 
China finds some other m eans of transit than to use

Strive as we all will, the general train of our emotions and passions 
seem to find about the same route to coyer.

SUCCESS IN SILESIA 


Americans care nothing about the partition of 
Upper Silesia except as it affects the peace of Europe 
and, by consequence, the ^>eace and prosperity of 
America. 
Because there was real danger in the situ­ 
ation. this country is genuinely interested in the out­ 
come arci glad of what looks like a real settlement. 
Germany and Poland are grumbling about the 
League of Nations award with equal vigor, a fact 
which in itself speaks pretty well for the fairness of 
it. 
The significant thing, however, is that they have 
not started fighting again, and are not even talking 
of fighting. 
Die decision evidently 
is 
going to 
stand. 
This is one of the real achievements of the League 
of Nations so far. 
It is not a great triumph, but it 
is a good and useful piece of work. 
It is much that 
the league has actually done something which the Al­ 
lies’ Supreme council found itself unable to do. 
This 
is obv iousiy a kind of work for which the league is 
well fitted. 
Every successful adjudication of an in­ 
ternational dispute adds to its prestige. 
A series of 
such successes might lead in time to bigger things and 
the exercise of far greater power for good than the 
league has yet shown.

A national forest policy that will insure refores­ 
tation and 
adequate 
encouragem ent 
of 
forestry 
schools in universities of the country recently were 
advocated by speakers before the Pacific Logging 
Congress. 
The art of cutting down woods and still having 
them is not entirely unknown in this country, but its 
practice has been sham efully small in extent, with 
the result that we cannot answ er Europe's demand 
for lumber w ithout robbing ouselves of what little 
we have left. 
Throughou^-the greater part of this 
country today there exists the colonial idea that the 
best thing to do w ith tim ber is to clear the land on 
which it stands. 
Reforesting still is looked upon 
largely as an experim ent. 
Virtually -nothing is being done to replenish the 
tim ber crop, which requires 300 to 600 years to m a­ 
ture. 
Approxim ately 55 per cent of the tim b er of 
the country is in the w estern states and of the total 
13 per cent is in .California. 
On an average of 25,- 
000 acres of tim ber annually are destroyed by fire 
in this state. It would seem to be about tim e for us 
to get busy. 


SAFE TO LEAVE IT ALONE

There is suspicion that 
a 
revolution breeding 
plot has been incubating in Southern California, to 
brew insurrectionary trouble in Lower California. 
The Obregon governm ent has taken prom pt and vig­ 
orous action to br / , up this plotting before it 
hatched fully. 
These nefarious schemes of trouble-m aking should' 
not be tolerated anyw here in the U nited States. Any 
Mexicans found plotting, in this country, should be 
sent out of the United States niuy pronto. 
And any 
Am ericans found aiding plotters of 
this 
nature 
should be restrained in some way. The United States 
should not allow itself to be made particeps crim inis 
to any if the unw arranted revolutionary outbreaks 
in Mexico. 
Any and all attem pts of schem ing Mexi­ 
cans or schem ing Am ericans to fom ent troubles from 
this side of the international line should be sup- 
pressed sum m arily. Am ericans participating in plots 
of this nature should be punished by law. 
lf laws 
covering such conspirlngs are not severe enough or 
explicit enough, congress well may overhaul the 
statutes and enact clear, specific and rigorous m eas­ 
ures to penalize offenses of this nature 


Says J. M. Dorant, head of the chemical division 
of the federal Prohibition Bureau: “ I would quite as 
readily enter a drug store or doctor’s office and blind­ 
folded drink the contents of bottles on the shelves its 
sample the ave? age specimens of bootleg liquor that 
come to me officially for analysis.

ple now know, is a deadly poison, though it smells 
and tastes somewhat like the ordinary grain alcohol. 
This wood alcohol may be used ignorantly by many 
bootleggers, he says, but it is none the less fatal to 
the drinkers. 
Prom it come blindness and death. 
And where there is no such perilous ingredient lr the 
peddled distillations and brews, there is usually stuff 
which is ruinous to digestion. 
For personal safety, the only safe rule is to pass 
up everything alcoholic. 
It s safe to say the man who drinks none of the 
bootleg stuff will not be harmed by it.

The present railroad crisis has focussed attention 
on die federal machinery 
of 
railroad 
regulation. 
Looking at that machinery critically, the public is 
moved to severe criticism. 
The arrangement is cer­ 
tainly unbusinesslike. 
There is an Interstate Commerce Commission reg­ 
ulating railroad rates in particular and exercising con­ 
siderable control over railroad finance and service, 
and there is a Railroad l^abor board dealing with 
labor questions 
Tne former body has authority to 
make its orders effective; all the power of the gov­ 
ernment is bef md it. 
The latter has no authority 
except to recommend; it chn issue orders, but cannot 
enforce them by any power of its own. 
If they are 
obeyed, it is the result of the board’s prestige or of 
the informal support of the government or the pub­ 
lic. 
Legally, the board can be defied. 
Still worse, perhaps, is the division of authority. 
The Interstate Commerce commission, in fixing rates, 
governs the railroads’ income.
